OF PRESIDENT JOHN, F. KENNEDY ' 

Pursuant to the authority vested in mo as President of the Uni tod 
States ,1 hereby appoint a Commission to ascertain, evaluate and: report 
upon the facts relating to the assassination of the late Present 
John F. Kennedy and the subsequent violent death of the man charged 
•with the assassination. The Commission shall consist of— 

The Chief Justice of the United States, Chairman; 

Senator Richard B. Bussell ; 

Senator John Sherman Cooper; 

Congressman Ilalc Boggs ; 

Congressman Gerald B. Ford ; 

~ The Honorable Allen \V. Dulles; 

The Honorable John J. McCloy. 

The purposes of the Oimmission are to examine the evidence de- 
veloped by the Federal Bureau of Investigation and any additional 
evidence that may hereafter come to lidit or be f 

or state authorities; to make such further investigation as the Com- 
mission finds desirable; to evaluate all the 
' surrounding such assassination, including the 

death of the man charged with the assassination, and to report to me 
its findings and conclusions. 

The Commission is empowered to prescribe its own procedures and 
to employ such assistants as it deems necessary. 

r Necessary expenses of the Commission may be paid from the “Emer- 
i gency Fund for the President”.

collective guilt, whether it be upon Dallas, the great State of Texas, or the 
Nation, can come only from men who have lost contact with the American spirit. 
They are ignoring both the facts of the assassination and the manner in which 
the American people responded to the tragedy. - - - Those who woul d yc y 
the political right of pulling the trigger overlook the plethora of facts which 
point the finger of guilt at Lee Oswald and his affinity to leftwing dogmas from 

Marx to Castro. As I have said, Mr. President, it is unlikely that m 

conspiracy of Oswald's leftist compatriots exists in the assassination. It is 
my understanding that a soon to be released report by the FBI 
that Oswald acted as a loner* in the killing. But why 
the closest scrutiny during the President's visit in Texas?" Mr. Simpson 
included several articles and editorials with his remarks.
